DETAILED ACTION 



The amendment filed 9/26/2003 has overcome the rejection mailed May 21 , 

2003. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to Claim 1 , the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the first spectrometer system generating data based on light 
from the object received from a first average optical depth, the second spectrometer 
system generating data based on light from the object received from a second average 
optical depth, wherein the second optical depth is different from the first optical depth, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 9, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the first spectrometer system generating data having a first 
sensitivity based on a thickness of a material of the object, the second spectrometer 
system generating data having a second sensitivity based on a thickness of a material 
of the object, wherein the second sensitivity is different from the first sensitivity, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 17, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the probe tip encompassed by a removable barrier, wherein

the light from one or more light sources is returned from the object through the barrier to 
the one or more light receivers, wherein light received by the one or more light receivers 
is measured by one or more spectrometer systems, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim.
